And Philadelphia’s adopted citizen, 
Bob Backlund, has the biggest title of all—WWF 
champion. Enter Angelo Mosca, aided by our old 
insane friend Lou Albano. They call Mosca “’King 
Kong,” but | don’t think that nickname fits him.

So 
swooping down the aisle, looking a lot like a 
curly-haired Rodan, comes Terry Gordy. His 
interference caused his fine feathered friends to 
be disqualified.

The NWA has had enough of The Freebirds’ 
tricks. It stripped the trio of the belts, vacating 
the title until it can sort out this mess. The 
Freebirds, with faces as red as a robin’s breast, 
flew back to their nests and plotted revenge. So, 
in the end they were too smart for their own 
good, right? Eggzactly!

On 
February 20, 1978, in front of a 
standing-room-only crowd in New 
York’s Madison Square Garden, 
he upset reigning WWF Champion 
Superstar Graham. He has since 
defended that title with honor, 
pride, and dignity. He is 
Bob Backlund. 


INTERVIEW CONDUCTED

Bob, how are ya? Welcome to 
the Hotseat. 

It’s been a while. 

Bob, you have been WWE 
champion for more than three 
years. Many experts and fans 
are surprised you could hold

the title for so long. Are you 
surprised by the length of 
your reign? 

A: No, not really. You see, I 
work very hard at what I do. 
Fans sometimes forget that 
being a wrestler is a 24-hour- 
a-day job. You just don’t 
show up at the arena and 
wrestle for a few minutes and

leave. There’s gym work and 
road work, the whole thing. 
As hard as I worked before I 
became champion, I work 
twice as hard today. 

What’s the hardest part about 
being champion? 

The long hours alone on the 
road. As champion, I have to 
go where the WWF tells me to 
go. Sometimes I’m on the 
road six times a week. You 
know, in pro sports people 
talk about the “home court 
advantage.” Well, I never 
have that advantage. 

And your opponents do? 

At times, sure. I wrestled 
Antonio Inoki in Japan, and 
believe me, there weren't 
many fans cheering for me. 
Last month, I went to St. 
Louis to wrestle Harley Race. 
Yes, it’s true the fans were on 
my side for that match, but 
you have to remember that 
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When you have guys 
trying to cripple you 


night after night, trying 


to pound you into 


unconsciousness, trying 
to take away what you 


worked and sweated 


for, it causes you 
to change. 
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St. Louis is Race’s home 
town. He was rested, he had 
home-cooked meals, a good- 
night’s sleep in a bed he was 
used to. It’s tough to always 
travel, to always be a stranger 
in a strange land. 

You sound a little bitter. 

Do I? I really don’t feel bitter. 
Maybe you caught me on a 
bad day. 

What do you enjoy about 
being champion? 

Well, that’s a question I’m 
glad to answer. I like the 
respect and love I get from the 
fans. But most of all, I like 
the responsibility. 

The responsibility? 

Sure. See, I’m the type of guy 
who needs to be pushed a 
little. Now that I’m champion, 
I know I can’t let up for even

a second. When I’m out doing 
my running, every now and 
then I tell myself, Bobby, 
don’t run those last two miles. 
Take it easy. No one will 
know. And then I remember 
I’m WWF champion. If | 
don’t run those last couple 
of miles /’// know. I won’t be 
in as good a physical and 
mental shape as I should be. 
Do you think your opponents 
will know? 

Of course. You show one sign 
of weakness in this business, 
and you're through. Now, 
suppose I came into a match 
against a Killer Khan or a 
Stan Hansen at less than 100 
percent. And suppose | lost. 
It would be a disaster for the 
WWE to have a man like 
Khan or Hansen as 
champion. That’s what I 
mean by the responsibility of 
being champion. 


Q: Bob, changing the subject a 


little, many fans have written 
to us to say they think you're 
changing as a person. They 
say you don’t seem to be the 
same all-American boy type 
you were when you first won 
the belt. 


Yes, I guess that’s true. Are 
the fans complaining about it? 


No, not at all. Most feel it’s 
a necessary change. But was 
the change an intended one on 
your part? 


No, it just sort of happened. 
Look, when you have guys 
trying to cripple you night 
after night, trying to pound 
you .into unconsciousness. 
trying to take away what you 
worked and sweated for, it 
causes you to change. When I 
was starting out in wrestling, 
it was easy and natural to be 
the all-American boy. But 
now I’m champion. And 
that’s a job for a man, not a 


boy. 

Have you changed your ring 
tactics any? 

Very little. I know I’m a 
little more aggressive now 
than I used to be. A few years 
ago, I always gave my 
opponent the benefit of the 
doubt. You know, maybe he 
would wrestle scientifically 
No more. Today, when I get 
into the ring against maniacs 
like Khan or Patera, I know 
exactly what to do. And that’s 
get them before they get me. 
Doesn't that present a 
potential problem for your 
fans? How can they cheer for 
you if you are the first to use 
rulebreaking tactics? Are 
you Saying that you no longer 
intend to be a totally 
scientific wrestler? 

Please don’t put words in my 
mouth, Steve. There’s a big 
difference between being an 
aggressive wrestler and a 
rulebreaker. I’m merely 
saying that I know in advance 
that my opponents are going 
to try and cripple me and 
take my title any way they 
can. And I act accordingly. 


Do you think you will lose 
any fans this way? 

No, I really don’t. My fans 
know what I stand for. I don’t 
have to stand in the middle of 
the ring and let my opponent 
just about kill me before 
I retaliate. I believe the fans 
know what I’m talking about, 
but if they don’t, well, I'd 
rather be champion than 
loved anyway. In my heart I 
know I can defend the WWF 
title with honor. But remember, 
you can only defend the title 
if you have the title. 

So the most important thing 
is retaining that belt? Do the 
ends justify the means? 
You're trying to make me 
sound like the Grand Wizard 
or one. of those guys. Of 
course the ends don’t always 
justify the means. I’m merely 
saying that I think the fans 
should trust me. I believe 
that with my conduct over the 
years I have earned their trust. 
And in return I promise never 
to let them down. When I won 
the WWF title in 1978, I 
jumped on a turnbuckle and 
screamed to the fans, “Thank

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you!” This belt is yours as

well as mine!” Believe me, that 
feeling has never changed. 
Bob, what type of wrestler 
most upsets you? The Killer 
Khan type, for instance? 

A: No, not Khan. Look, that guy 
is a complete maniac. He is 
totally under Fred Blassie’s 
control. He simply can’t help 
himself. The type of wrestler I 
hate most is the Ken Patera 
type. Patera is a great athlete, 
smart, good-looking, but 
somewhere along the line 
something snapped inside. To 
me, he’s the biggest disgrace 
in professional wrestling. 

A: Bob, thanks for sharing your 
thoughts with us today.
